States has declined from peak 80,000 1944 
22,600 1955, and has declined further since then. 
Loud cheers are not order, however, for William 
Foster, former head the Party the United States, 
has declared, “the Communist parties’ strength runs 
far beyond all formal measurements.” For each Party 
member there are ten sympathizers fellow travelers 
who can counted the Party’s work. Fur- 


thermore the numerical strength the Party has not 
been decisive factor countries, (including Russia 
itself), now under communist rule. Wherever they are 
found the communists exert influence out pro- 
portion their numbers. This because the Party 
appropriates every moment the member’s time and 
every particle his energy. For example, Party wives 
are typing, mimeographing, running errands. Their 
husbands will have after-work assignments, collecting 
dues, soliciting funds, attending meetings, marching 
picket lines, calling prospective members. The Party 
hard taskmaster. Its demands, however unreason- 
able, must have instant compliance. member whose 
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wife complained his neglect their family was 
ordered divorce her. There the constant demand 
for money. Besides paying dues the members are 
pressured into making donations usually the amount 
week’s wage. All this activity directed the 
Party functionary, paid official trained rule 
the Lenin School Moscow, trained all the devious 
arts the revolutionary, trained above all the de- 
structive discipline deceit. 


Edgar Hoover, Director the Federal Bureau In- 
vestigation, has had the American Communist Party 
under close scrutiny for long time. Party members 
who read his new book will surprised and, hope, 
dismayed learn how thoroughly their aims, move- 
ments and methods have been observed the head 
the nation’s chief law-enforcement body. The book 
published this month with the uncompromising title, 
Masters Deceit, not official FBI report the 
nation. That is, does not pretend disclose infor- 
mation known only the FBI. rather the report 
well-informed citizen who has been touch with 
the Communist conspiracy from 1919 until the present, 
and who recognizes constant threat our liber- 
ties. urges his fellow citizens fully informed 
about the character the enemy and his malicious 
intent. Writes Mr. Hoover: “Every citizen has duty 
learn more about the menace that threatens his 
future, his home, his children, the peace the world 
—and that why have written this book.” 


Arranged seven parts the work almost exclusively 
concerned with the progress the Communist move- 
ment the United States. The various sections deal 
with such subjects the organization the Party; 
Why Citizens (there are few aliens the Party) be- 
come Communists; Communist discipline; Communist 
strategy and tactics; the Underground; and other re- 
lated subjects. There glossary terms frequently 
used Communists and these are given according 
the sense, (often distorted), which the Reds employ 
them. For example, the word democracy made fit 
the communist concept being qualified proletarian 
democracy. There bibliography major commu- 
nist “classics,” including the works Marx, Engels, 
Lenin and Stalin. International communist organiza- 
tions and publications are listed 
ly, the volume indexed. 

Masters Deceit may one-dimensional but sounds 
loud, clear and insistent warning that only the fond 


and foolish will ignore.

Leonhard, Wolfgang Child the Revolution 
With introduction Edward Crankshaw. Translated 
Woodhouse. Regnery. Mar. 1958. 447p., Index. 
Many books have been written those who deserted 
the communist cause. This, however, tells different 
story. Nowhere does the author, trained the com- 
munist schools the Soviet Union for responsibility 
the East German Socialist Unity (Communist) Party, 
rail against the communist system such. fact, his 
personal narrative those years from 1935 March 
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12, 1949 rather underlines the naivete and ignorance 
the west. This tour the innermost training grounds 
dedicated communists the same time points the 
most vulnerable corner the communist fortress, the 
mind. The communist elite think. their 
patterns thought are tortuous, but they are 
mastered and skillfully opposed, these same thought 
patterns can lead the downfall this twentieth 
century Moloch. 

Wolfgang Leonhard fled the Soviet Union from 
Hitler Germany. long-time communist, Leonhard’s 
mother sought sanctuary among her Russian 
parts. Less than year later she was swept into 
Vorkuta with other victims the Great Purge. 
gang became charge the state. first lived 
and studied with the other refugee children German 
and Austrian communists. When school and home 
were dissolved state order, Wolfgang continued his 
education with Russian students Russian schools. 
everywhere the Soviet orbit political education 
shadowed other subjects; “politically alert” often 
meant protection from the knock and invitation the 
secret police. 


Leonhard left Moscow “voluntarily” with the German 
deportees when Hitler attacked the Soviet Union. 
stroke luck, his unmarked passport saved him from 
their ignominous fate. After chance meeting with 
Ulbricht Karaganda, Leonhard was chosen con- 
tinue his schooling far off Ufa, capital the Bashkir 
republic. the Ufa Cominform school Leonhard 
learned the value membership the communist elite 
and how earnestly the communists were preparing 
take over Germany and the other countries after the 
defeat Hitler. April, 1945, twenty-three and 
further trained press and propaganda for the Na- 
tional Committee for Free Germany, Leonhard left 
the Soviet Union one Ulbricht’s team ten 
lay the political groundwork for East 
Germany. 

Step step, Leonhard reveals how the Soviet-trained 
leaders with the help the Red army united 
ished parties, set puppet administrators and forged 
the chain which binds the East Germans their Soviet 
masters. This last task proved too much; others felt 
but their stories are yet told. Germany 
was not proceed her own way socialism. Inde- 
pendence, communist terminology, 
ence the Soviet Union. The lesson reached its 
climax for Leonhard confidential conversation with 
senior party the name the Soviet 
Union was meaningful: nowhere Russia men- 
tioned. absorbed the Baltic states, “it makes 
possible for other Socialist states that come into being 
later join the Union. you really imagine that 
our own, independent the Soviet Union?” (p. 
403). 

When Yugoslavia dared take her own road social- 
ism, Leonhard made his decision. Despite his mother’s 
recent return from Vorkuta, made his way Bel- 
grade and “true national communism” saw 
His present feelings, lectures England, are not 
clear. Several years have passed since that fateful day 
1949. Has found the west today adequate 
challenge regenerate and re-create the image 
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God this Child the Revolution? Perhaps his next 
hook will tell the answer. Perhaps there will see 
that not only Stalinism degrades, but all communism 
which denies man his privilege being child God.

Klein, Alexander The Counterfeit Traitor 
Holt. Mar. $3.95. 


major factor the Allied victory over Germany was 
the strategic bombing Nazi oil refineries, with conse- 
quent disruption chemical, rubber, and munitions 
production well slowing the highly mechanized 
Wehrmacht. Post-war revelation that the leading part 
this success was played Swedish businessman 
Alexander Klein onto research that revealed one 
the boldest espionage projects our history. 


The Counterfeit Traitor unfolds the story dramatically 
even though with occasionally arid detail. Security 
reasons and protection certain individuals have 
necessitated some pseudonyms and shifting locales; 
but the principals bear their true names and the account 
factual all fundamental respects, even though 
fictionalized dialogue freely used. pages 
photographs plus liberal quotation from official docu- 
ments help vouch for the authenticity. 


The central figure, alluded the title ,is Eric Erick- 
son, one-time football star Cornell whose later busi- 
ness activities took him permanent 
Stockholm, where became Swedish citizen. 
cause his dealings with the German oil industry, 
Ambassador Steinhardt approached him 1939 with 
for help getting information for the Allied 
cause. Erickson agreed but first had spend year 
and half cultivating assumed public sympathy 
for the Nazi program. This apparent defection col- 
laborationism cost him many friendships that were 
not regained until after V-E Day, but won the confi- 
dence the Nazi embassy (or least all but one hard- 
headed skeptic named Ulrich, who always suspected 
but never detected him) and permission for business 
travel various German cities. 

These trips, ostensibly for purchase oil, continued 
for four years. During them Erickson visited every 
important refinery the Reich and brought back 
American agents Sweden wealth valuable data. 
This information was relayed the Strategic Air Forces 
London, and through General Spaatz’s persistence 
finally resulted concentration bombing the 
German fuel supply rather than rail centers. General 
Galland the Luftwaffe later called this “the most 
successful operation the entire Allied strategical air 
warfare,” and General Eisenhower accounted great 
aid shortening the war. 

help overcome Nazi hostility his American origin, 
Erickson enlisted Prince Carl Bernadotte, nephew 
the Swedish king, colleague. Within Germany 
also carefully recruited other confederates who fed him 
data from areas could not personally reach. Clan- 
destine meetings with one them, beautiful married 
with strong monarchist leanings, brought occa- 
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sional amorous forgetfulness his young Swedish wife; 
but ultimately had witness stonily his confeder- 
ate’s execution the Gestapo. 


Approximately the first two-thirds the book sets the 
stage with rather matter-of-fact reporting. Later, when 
the war goes against the Nazis, new tactics become 
necessary, climaxes build, and tenseness increases. Two 
crises especially stand out. The first results from’ the 
sudden death secret aide whom Erickson had 
given signed testimonial for protection the Allies 
the event German defeat. This incriminating 
document had recovered and destroyed. The 
story Erickson’s wooing the 
widow gain access his effects; the frantic search; 
the triumphant discovery, tantalizing loss, recovery, 
and final burning the fatal paper leaves the reader 
nervous the worried agent. 

Similarly gripping the account concocted scheme 
build synthetic oil plant Sweden that will help 
supply Germany and also offer safe spot for the cash 
Nazi top brass. This hoax, maneuvered with great 
risk, takes even Gestapo Chief Himmler, but also 
leads Erickson’s discovery old acquaintance 
whom kills just the man telephoning the ex- 
posure. With the spy himself, one strains for sight 
the Swedish coast the plane from Berlin wings 
across the Baltic final safety after that last adven- 
ture. 

Appended documents testify the success the pro- 
ject reminder that the whole action really occurred. 
Yet they leave the conviction that Klein much more 
concerned with suspenseful impression for the general 
reader that dispassionate objectivity for the professional 
historian. The reader comes progressively within the 
grip the fictional technique even the point 
wondering how wife Ingrid, bride the beginning 
the book, going shrug off Lisa, Marianne, and 
Klara—her temporary German replacements. Appar- 
ently they proved small hazards amid life constant 
uncertainty and gamble, all which faded the 
testimonial dinner accorded the Ericksons the Amer- 
ican embassy after Hitler’s fall. Certainly all adult 
readers will value the heroism the couple the 
Allies’ behalf and find Klein’s reporting weakest 
businesslike and best very absorbing.

Camus, Albert Exile and the Kingdom 
Knopf. Mar. 213p. $3.50. 

Albert Camus, awarded the Nobel Prize for Literature 
1957, has come along with his sixth book, slim 
volume six short stories. The protagonist each 
story somehow involved with being exile. 


“The Adulterous Woman,” Janine’s husband has 
wisps graying hair narrow forehead, broad 
nose, flabby mouth, and looks like pouting faun. 
Though showers her with attentions and may very 
well called good husband,” still she not satis- 
fied. Looking out the Arabian desert where the 
nomads live, she filled with sweet, vast melancholy, 
and captures moment perfect suspension, with 
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pain and wonder her heart. She and her husband 
need each other, but she needs liberation more, she 
leaves her husband’s bed, goes out into the desert, and 
lets herself for some mystical sexual experience 
which the Night becomes her lover.

“The Renegade” tells the story ex-priest who, 
with his tongue cut out, waiting for his missionary 
replacement the middle desert. After years 
missionary work embittered with all who deceived 
him about spreading the word God. The stream- 
of-consciousness style appropriately used for the 
meanderings madman’s mind recalls his en- 
counters with the Fetish and the Sorcerer, when 
learned adore the immortal soul hatred, the evil 
principle the world. who has robbed the treas- 
urer’s office and cast off his habit another Judas who 
kills the new missionary (Christ). the 
masters evil waylay the ex-priest and shower blows 
upon him. And further irony—he thinks 
savior, nailed and crucified for evil’s sake. Yet there 
the strong suggestion that was wrong, that there 
mercy, that this exile from the kingdom God wants 
return home. 

the third story, “The Silent Man,” Yves, 40, con- 
scious his age, and dreamer the sea, works 
cooper’s shop. After some trouble with strikes and 
unions’ not cooperating, the little daughter the boss 
has taken the hospital, whereupon Yves re- 
turns his home, conscious the little girl, and yet 
conscious his own little boy who reading the pic- 
ture magazines. Yves thinks that the boss has brought 
his own difficulties, not realizing that both the em- 
ployer and employee are trapped system which 
exiles them both from happiness and security. Since 
individual, this story takes the guise allegory. 
The fourth story, “The Guest,” concerns Daru, 
schoolmaster, who lives room next his class- 
room high, deserted plateau. Since was born 
the region, feels exiled any other place. One 
afternoon, snowy that students could not attend, two 
men came him: Balducci, old Corsican gendarme, 
and Arab prisoner who had murdered cousin. 
Daru, his surprise, learns that Balducci simply 
turning the Arab over into the schoolmaster’s hands, 
delivered the police Tinguit, about miles 
away. Balducci then takes off, leaving Daru spend 
careful night looking after his prisoner. the next 
day, Daru and the Arab walk for about two hours 
toward Tinguit. Though felt contrary his con- 
science hand man over the police, Daru gives 
the Arab money and tells him report where the 
police will expect him. Then turns back and walks 
his high plateau, where feels himself home. 
But his home finds himself exile 
fellowman, for has dishonored himself betrayal. 
“The Artist Work” kind fairy tale about 
Jonas, painter, who believes his star, the star 
luck. learn, somewhat soap-opera fashion, 
Jonas’ rise fame, his dealings with his patron, 
circle friends, wife, children, and his longing 
alone. Eventually, Jonas becomes all mixed with 
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his coterie and ends being exile his own 
drinks cognac cover the clouds that come over 
him and builds loft above his studio where 
exile between art and the floor. The star that 
was lucky was the star love, which realized only 
the end, when becomes exile from what 
closest him. solitary looking for 


The last story, “The Growing Stone,” also involves 
exile, but there twist here. This exile, French 
engineer Brazil, finds completion because takes 
his brother’s burden. procession penitents 
sea-cook appears with enormous rectangular block 
set cork mat his head. Mr. the 
engineer, becomes kind Simon Cyrene helping 
Christ with His cross, assuming the block his 
own head. However, does not march the church, 
supposed do, but veers off the left, the 
cook’s hut, where hurls the stone into the fire. 
hood man, without benefit the Church. has 
deliberately bypassed the church favor going 
the Left. 

stories are unusual, needless say, and all 
them are marred irrelevant minor details that dis 
tract the reader and blur the artistic focus. 
translation competently smooth.

Field, Hermann and Stanislaw Mierzenski 
Angry Harvest 
Crowell. Feb. 28,1958. $5.00. 


Hermann Field American architect who was im- 
prisoned Warsaw the Polish Security Police, 
(why, the publisher either doesn’t know doesn’t 
say), and placed cellar, solitary confinement, 
for four months. the end that time was given 
cellmate, Stanislaw Mierzenski, Polish journalist. 
while away the time and keep their mental bal- 
ance, the two men began tell each other stories 
German, their only common language, 
conceived the idea this novel. Five years later, they 
regained their freedom and now have published Angry 
Harvest, the fruit their strange collaboration. 


The circumstances under which this book was written 
have naturally had tremendous influence its style 
and content. Time was great factor. was thing 
the authors had abundance and the result 
leisurely, old-fashioned novel. There was need 
hurry; they could stop watch their minds’ eye the 
changing the seasons, the slow growth love, the 
disintegration character. Loss freedom, con- 
tact with the world, intensified their sensibilities and 
perceptions. them, imprisoned, even the 
place, the taken-for-granted things, became new, pris 
tine, their glories heightened. 

The story opens the cold winter 1943 and closes 
with the cold winter 1944. that year, the 
eventful life Leon Wolny 
changes. Leon Polish farmer who lives quietly 
and, spite the war, prosperously, outside small 
Polish village. The monotonous routine his days 
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shattered when finds, his woods, escaped 
Jewish girl and, moved rash compassion, takes her 
his home for the night. hides her his cellar 
day after day, not heartless enough send her away 
certain death. the weeks pass, allows her 
more and more freedom the house, which keeps 
shuttered against intruders. They establish domestic 
life which pleases the bachelor, Leon, much that 
loth relinquish even though her presence 
menace his own security. Love inevitable for 
Leon but for Anna, girl who has lived Warsaw 
and has completed three years medical training, the 
idea loving common farmer first repugnant. 
Proximity and the kindness her benefactor the 
end overcome her misgivings and, with the spring, love 
comes Anna, too. Like the authors, Anna 
prisoner and feels more intensely. She centers her 
Leon. For awhile this enough for him. But, 
being man, and ambitious one that, eventu- 
ally returns the siren call the world. Leon’s 
ambition become important man the village 
and, this end, conceives the preposterous notion 
marrying the impoverished lady the Manor House, 
whom has befriended.

Such.a sketchy description the plot, (which, after all, 
very simple), gives you idea the profound 
delineation the two main characters. They are both 
complex and every shade feeling, every motivation, 
however unconscious, probed until the reader knows 
them totally. this, and the vivid descriptions 
life and growth farm, that gives the novel its 
peculiar value. 
The War itself kept the background but its effects 
are seen the shivering figure Anna the woods, 
the Jews scampering from the ghetto only shot 
down, the person the underground workers with 
whom Leon becomes involved. very European 
novel, almost Russian and suspect that Mr. Mier- 
zenski’s was the guiding hand.

Warner, Rex The Young Caesar 
Little, Mar. 13, 1958. 353p. $4.75. 


the eve the Ides March, B.C., Julius Caesar 
said have felt premonition the morrow’s 
disaster. Possibly saw “the whole process his life 
pass before him and flash.” all events, Rex 
Warner imagines did and has ventured, with excel- 
lent success, reconstruct that swift backward glance 
the young Caesar from his childhood until the day 
held the fateful die his hands the banks 
the Rubicon. 


Julius Caesar was born and bred during the chaotic 
days the civil war between Marius and Sulla. 
nephew Marius, was well situated observe the 
senseless massacres and general lawlessness that shock- 
him and made mockery the heralded virtues 
traditional Rome: “sobriety, patriotism, seriousness, en- 
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durance and high sense honor.” could see 
clearly enough that both Marius and Sulla were ruth- 
less; but felt instinctively that, while Sulla “had 
dead hand,” Marius represented “forces greater than 
himself, forces flesh and blood, something capable 
life, growth and expansion into history.” Marius, 
seemed Caesar, worked without being fully aware 
that had the momentum events behind him. For 
one the realities the political life the force 
necessity, term Caesar was fond using describe 
“that enormous complexity individual and commu- 
nal interests, ambitions, thoughts, needs, hopes and 
deprivations which constitute history itself and form 
the conditions within which, from time time, 
exceptional person can political life exercise degree 
freedom.” Hard facts, realized, cannot altered, 
but can “manipulated, rearranged, and, that ex- 
tent, controlled.” Men can also controlled, you 
are perceptive enough identify their passions, their 
dreams, their discontents and have the tact and energy 
capitalize them. Gifted with insights his con- 
temporaries apparently lacked, Caesar felt himself being 
invited become instrument necessity. 

When eventually set his mind the task control- 
ling men and events, however, his dream was not self- 
was more concerned with intro- 
ducing principle order” into the disrupted Roman 
society his day, with creating efficiently organized 
civilization where peace and art and culture would 
flourish. sum, looked himself “creative 
politician.” 

From this point have fascinating record 
Caesar’s growing experience power. the process, 
see with his coolly penetrating eyes the trend 
events and men sought dominate. There Cras- 
sus the wealthy financier, whose life was blighted 
unrestrained esnse grievance. There Pompey, 
the immensely popular general and superb administra- 
tor, whose swollen feeling self-importance made him 
particularly vulnerable flattery. Cicero, 
the brilliant and vain orator, who politician was 
hopelessly adrift the current events sought 
ineffectively direct. Finally there Caesar’s image 
himself: splendid horseman and athlete with 
curious reputation for effeminacy which found di- 
verting; efficient and decorous spite private ex- 
travagances; capable loyal and enduring friendships, 
but utterly fearless when threatened his enemies. 
And could swiftly adapt his principles the 
tides circumstance, had the merit, his own 
eyes least, being builder, using his vast power 
creatively and never wanton spree destructive- 
ness. 

general, Warner’s historical interpretations men 
and affairs approximate Theodor Mommsen’s estimate 
Caesar and his times and, such, are doubt open 
debate. But any attempt assay the book’s value 
work art, such debate would pointless. 


For, artist, Rex Warner brings his task im- 
pressive array talent. has long since acquired 
sturdy reputation classical scholar and novelist 
distinction. addition, ranks well with Spen- 
der, MacNeice, and Day Lewis having written 
some the more interesting poetry our time—much 
the restrained mode the classic tradition. 
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Without doubt, this admirable novel—a book 
command the adult reader’s complete attention and 
amply reward his careful scrutiny the new and 
masterful portrait that emerges one history’s 
most striking political figures. you read, you 
sense the presence the man’s ambition, thing that 
must have been astonishing power, wise 
brooked, which somehow contrived keep tightly 
reined—present here from the first stirring the seed 
through the patient and relentless process growth 
and the leashed vigor and assurance full 
maturity. Then too, almost incidentally, you sense 
the viciousness the times which Saint Paul indicted 
his letter the Romans.

Gorham, Charles Wine Life 


Dial. Mar. 6,1958. 598p. $4.95. 

Wine Life attempt re-create the life 
Honoré Balzac: takes the accepted facts, fills them 
out abundantly with imaginary details and conversa- 
tions; and ends, like many similar works, 
neither novel nor biography. abundantly sensa- 
tional, because the subject itself readily sen- 
sationalism; but not well-constructed well-writ- 
ten and not worth reading. will forced upon 
the attention the public high-pressure advertis- 
ing campaign which will undoubtedly create general 
impression that the book has considerable merit; has 
not, cool, critical study will show. Probably con- 
tains enough sex make the story seem alive the 
publishers and even some reviewers, but those who 
give the book recognition the basis this particu- 
lar type appeal will missing the author’s purpose. 


Charles Gorham has tried honestly bring Balzac 
life; obviously did not set out make sex the key- 
note his study; yet what has tried, with some suc- 
cess, impart his work sense almost bestial 
vitality and sort that may awaken some morbid 
interest, chiefly the part those poor people who 
find novel-reading necessary relief from sense 
frustration. important point out that, unfor- 
tunately for the author’s good intentions, whatever 
fascination the book may possess will less likely 
come from its narrative skill than from the amours, 
taken from life imagined, the subject. 


Wine Life patently not biography. Though Mr. 
Gorham has stayed close history giving the general 
outline and even narrating many the details 
Balzac’s life, still has used his imagination generously 
filling out the story. result, anyone unfamiliar 
with Balzac would need check constantly against 
historical data know how much the account rings 
true; then why not simply read 
Zweig’s, for instance, which, his best, Mr. Gorham 
seems echo? The story there briefer, and more 
brilliantly told, with less insistence the unsavory 
aspects Balzac’s career. Those who already have 
good acquaintance with Balzac will not profit from Mr. 
Gorham’s rather pedestrian imaginings.

The “ten thousand things” magnification the

Stephen Leadbitter, the protagonist this novel, 
cynical, British car-hire driver his mid-thirties. Al- 
though hard-hearted and disillusioned with the 
world and its people, does not allow any his 
bitterness enter into his car-hire service; chauf- 
feur punctual, obliging, and impersonal. one 
his business calls meets Lady Ernestine Franklin, 
wealthy widow her twenties, whose husband has 
died recently.

Lead- 
bitter, who has fallen love with her, kisses her 
surprise. She immediately dismisses him from her 
service. Shortly thereafter Lady Franklin meets un- 
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successful artist Hughie Cantrip and falls love with 
him. keeps mistress, Constance Copthorne; 
plans marry Lady Franklin but keep Constance 
his mistress. While driving Hughie and Constance 
about, Leadbitter overhears Hughie’s decision and 
writes anonymous letter Lady Franklin warning 
her. The proposed marriage cancelled. Hughie and 
Leadbitter are killed accident, but Constance 
reveals Lady Franklin that Leadbitter had truly loved 
her. This revelation restores Lady Franklin’s faith 
humanity which had been shattered Hughie’s per- 
fidy.

Hagar’s return her people the jungle flashbacks 
the early life she spent with her own. brings into 
focus her mother, the “silk-cotton tree Beyela” and 
some terrifying customs: female circumcision rites for 
example. The gruesome parts her story are told 
Miss Warner with emphasis yet without offense. The 
author refuses dip her pen the sensationalism 
characteristic some our moderns. 


The return Isaac after the child’s birth and his con- 
nection with the cult Leopardmen feeding freshly 
murdered hearts, makes for strong climax. With the 
struggle Huldah Larsen convince superiors the 
true needs her bush people; the comical building 
tricks natives constructing mission chapel; the tired 
death Huldah before her dreams come true—we 
reach the end story which should enkindle under- 
standing for these people. 


Miss Warner dots her narrative with picturesque native 
speech which brings her people life wonderfully 
well. “An aspirin day,” “sleep loose” faces, “mother 
lines” and “joy tears” bring touch with Africans 
twisting our language with their own genius. For adults 
this splendid little story should rewarding.

Dr. Shields obviously has two purposes. One cure 
what calls the current American ‘social malady” 
anti-Catholicism simply revealing the true 
ship between democracy and the Church. The second 
make case for true democracy the most 
tive method government, and urge its adoption 
Americans solution our complex political 
eries. short, trying say that Catholics can 
democrats, and everybody else should be, too. 


Why should Catholics suspect their devotion 
democracy? One the key misconceptions, according 
.Shields, the traditional conflict between the 
Church and Liberalism (in its historic, rather than 
modern, meaning), which played such important 
role the founding the American republic. 
Shields, who has obviously been itching long time 
tidy this little matter up, disposes the Liberals quite 
thoroughly anti-democrats. accuses them 
using the idea popular sovereignty liquidate the 
old absolute monarchs and then twisting insure 
rule elite wealth and privilege through such 
devices the Constitution, indirect legislation, and the 
Supreme Court veto. 

Dr. Shields then launches into beautifully concise and 
enlightening study Catholic political theory, from 
St. Thomas Don Luigi Sturzo, concentrating three 
major modern movements: the Corporative (as 
tugal), Social Action, and Christian Democracy. The 
first two finds least not harmful democracy, 
the latter believes more democratic than most 
pean political movements. 

Then there the inevitable business about the authori- 
tarian rule spiritual matters the Church 
archy. This isn’t democratic, Dr. Shields concedes, 
but then silly talk about democracy ecclesi- 
astical rule. The democrat simply not concerned 
with church rule, but only with the state. And Church 
teachings nowhere indicate, even suggest, that the 
system set for ecclesiastical affairs should apply 
the state. Church, fact, leaves its members 
remarkably free choose the type government best 
suited their situation. 

chief tenets the true democrat, for Dr. Shields, 
are popular sovereignty, political equality, and majority 
rule. While alternately roasting the Liberals for 
doing mischief these principles their legacy 
America, and showing how Catholics are free 
lieve them, constantly adding bricks his own 
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that political authority should located 
those over whom exercised, that men are equal 
political wisdom, that majority rule gets better results 
than any other kind rule. 


The only really sticky problem for Dr. Shields con- 
Catholics the formidable one minority 
consent the majority will. What the majority 
decides action that the Catholic believes im- 
moral? his answer simply that practice 
this less likely happen democracy that under 
any other regime: because the Catholic citizen will have 
the workingout the decision, and 
more than likely have modified the process. 


Ultimately Dr. Shields’ argument rests the point 
that democracy purely secular, amoral method 
political decision-making. Religion has 
it, finding nothing either praise condemn. 
Frankly, Dr. Shields still manages show that democ- 
racy much more compatible Catholicism than 
other forms government. His book will eye- 
opener intelligent readers who seriously want 
probe this problem. documented with pages 
notes, plus full index.

Cyprus means something much more personal than 
geographical and historical location English writer, 
fluent Greek, who has elected share the daily 
life the humble villagers. Laurence Durrell, his 
qualities sympathy and understanding, and his 
ability writer, admirably suited portray the 
island its natural beauty and the charm its un- 
spoiled peasantry. came live Cyprus and 
was gradually accepted into the consciousness the 
community, not foreigner, but stranger mak- 
ing his home among them. Soon entered into the 
intricate ritual buying home for himself from 
cobbler’s wife through the kindly offices Turkish 
agent. this gives the reader glimpse the human 
qualities the island’s people, mostly peasant, all 
interesting personalities. 


Later experiences village schoolmaster allow Mr. 
Durrell meet the youth Cyprus. are not sur- 
prised learn that these youths are very much the 
same youth the world over. The anomaly the 
situation have English schoolmaster instructing 
them the time they are being recruited into anti- 
British activities. 
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These personal experiences set the tragic scene for the 
Enosis movement, the Cypriot expression nationalism 
sweeping the colonial countries the world today. 
Enosis, with its call for union with Greece, made

there one theme that runs through all the speeches 
here collected, this: Only Infinite Being can 
judge and rightly assess blame. must said that 
Darrow carries this principle too far, that was 
willing deny man’s free will and make him the 
victim his heredity and environment, did 
his plea for Loeb and Leopold, among others; but 
was consistent. never acted for the prosecution, 
and although was devastating his accusations 
against certain witnesses, always ends trying 
find some excuse for their conduct, even being willing 
admit that himself had been placed the 
same circumstances, might have done the same. 
The nearest approach snide remark this record 
occurred after the Swope’s trial, when Darrow heard 
the death his opponent, William Jennings Bryan. 
man who for years had fought excessive drinking, 
now lies dead from indigestion caused overeating.” 


The editor this book has done remarkably fine job 
presenting Darrow’s speeches under four headings: 
Against Vengeance, Against Prejudice, Against Privi- 
lege, For Justice. Before each speech the editor gives 
the state the question briefly and clearly. the 
end each, gives equally excellent summary 
the result and aftermath, that today’s reader not 
left doubt the actual effect the speech. The 
speeches themselves are given almost full, “only 
irrelevant legal digressions and the minutiae steno 
graphic reporting” have been omitted. What surprised 
reading these speeches was how exciting they 
still are, despite the fact that some date far back 
years ago. added handicap should have been 
the fact that, teacher Logic, was fully aware 
the many classical fallacies contained the 
ments—irrelevant issue, appeal authority and 
pity, the argumentum hominem, among others; but 
the fact that, with few exceptions, found these 
speeches exciting any detective story that must 


read through the end. Also, surprisingly enough, 


the two which found least interesting were the plea 
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for Loeb and Leopold and the Swope’s trial; yet these 
were dramatic enough furnish material for two 
Broadway hits recently. Unfortunately, the first speech 
the book the most objectionable. was given 
1902 the inmates the Cook County jail, who 
were told that people are not jail because they de- 
serve be, but only due circumstances beyond their 
control, mostly because they are economically poor. 
could all remedied, Darrow says, abolishing 
private owenrship and making the world partners 
production and partners the good things life. One 
prisoner remarked afterward that the speech was too 
radical for him. 

There are thirteen speeches all, including two short 
ones, (one abolitionist John Brown, the other 
eulogy his friend and former governor 
John Peter Altgeld). The most masterly are the four 
defense labor, its leaders and its unions. One 
these involved himself defendant against the charge 
bribing juror. For the present, the case that would 
most relevant his defense the Sweet case, which 
deals with the housing Negroes. 

Not everyone likes read speeches, but these should 
every college library. might added that the 
book also contains foreword Justice William Doug- 
las, nine-page introduction the editor, giving some 
the highlights Darrow’s life; four pages index, 
one sources, and one selected bibliography.
